God blessed this great nation in many ways, 
whoever you pray to - go thank him for the safe, 
speedy return of our troops, and thank him for the 
insight and wisdom of cooler heads than those who 
started the fight.

FCC HIGHLIGHTS

"In an event that even captured the 
interest of the New York Times, 
...(02/14/91),..the FCC’s Norfolk, VA, office 
cited 11 Amateur packet operators for violation 
of the Part 97 restrictions against business 
communications. They are alleged to have 
transmitted a message from an anti-war 
organization. "Three of the eleven received 
letters that are equivalent to Notices of viola- 
tion, according to Norfolk Engineer in Charge 
(EIC) J. Jerry Freeman. He investigated a 
legitimate complaint. "Freeman told us, and 
found that the complaint was correct." The 
engineer also said he is not on a hunt for 
violative packet operations, but added that 
with the new no-code Technician license, many 
new people will be getting into ham radio - 
another reason why Amateurs will have to 
"...clean up their act." 


According to AMSAT President Emeritus 
Tom Clark, W3IWI, the citations "...may well 
spell the end to much of Amateur packet 
radio." " Clark was one of those cited by the 
FCC. He described the FCC’s "demand" for a 
response within 10 days as "chilling." "This 
appears to be the first time that the Commis- 
sion has enforced the rules against operators of 
packet stations who retransmitted an allegedly 
violative bulletin that originated at another 
station. A debate has raged for years over 
whether operators of intermediate stations in a 
packet network should be held responsible for 
compliance of messages they transmit. The 
FCC, however has steadfastly maintained that 
each Amateur operator is responsible for 
complying with Part 97." _ "The letter sent by 
Freeman to the several Amateurs, dated Jan. 
25, 1991 said, "I have received a report that 
indicates that you may have operated your A 
Amateur Radio station in violation of Section 
97.113(a) of the Commission’s Rules. 
"It appears that you used the Amateur Radio 
Service to facilitate the business activity 
of THE COALITION TO STOP U.S. 
INTERVENTION IN THE MIDDLE EAST." 
EIC Freeman’s $300 forfeiture notices were 
reported to have been sent to the licensees of 
Amateur stations N4HOG, WBOTAX, 
WA4ONG, WA3ZNW, KA38CNT, and WA38TSW 
as well as N3LA and WA3QNS.

The message, the transmission of which 
caused issuance of the violation notices, "asked 
readers to "call a 900 number or business office 
or fax numbers, to voice their opinion about 
the Persian Gulf crisis. 900 numbers of course, 
generate revenue for, the provider of the 
number. " The packet message did not mention 
the $10 fee assessed by the phone company 
against callers of the 900 number." (W5YI 
Report 02/01/91). 


"International Amateur Radio Network 
(IARN) founder Glenn Baxter/KIMAN has 
again been cited by the FCC for alleged viola- 
tions of Part 97. Although several other 
Amateurs have been cited and fined for viola- 
tive operations on the HF bands, Baxter’s 
$3400 fine total now registers the highest 
dollar amount. "Baxter contends the FCC does 
not have the authority to levy fines - only 
Notices of Apparent Liability (NAL) "K1MAN’s 
45 minute broadcasts are transmitted 44 times 
a week on 80, 40, 20 and 10 meters. " He has 
paid none of the forfeitures and has threatened 
the FCC with a lawsuit. "The first violation 
notice, sent last August, did not carry a fine. It 
was followed by several NAL’s, each of which 
carried monetary forfeitures." In a period 
extending from September well into January 
91, at least seven forfeiture notices were 
issued for communications concerning business 
and broadcast activities and at least one for 
interfering with an on-going exchange of 
Amateur Radio communications. 
(W5Y1/01/0191). 


The AMATEUR RADIO PROTECTION BILL, 
H.R.73, WAS INTRODUCED IN THE HOUSE 
OF CONGRESS ON JAN. 3 BY CONGRESS- 
MAN JIM COOPER (D-TN). 
SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. This Act may be 
cited as the "Amateur Radio Spectrum 
Protection Act of 1991." 
SECTION 2. FINDINGS. Congress finds that-- 
(1)...more than 490,502 radio Amateurs in the 
United States are licensed by the Federal 
Communications Commission after a thorough 
examination in radio regulations and technical 
principles of radio communications, as required 
by international regulations; 
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(2)...by international treaty and Federal 
Communications Commission regulation the 
Amateur is authorized to operate stations in a 
radio service of intercommunications and 
technical investigations solely with a personal 
aim and without pecuniary interest; 

(3)...among the basic purposes for the 
Amateur Radio service is to provide voluntary 
noncommercial radio service particularly 
emergency communications; 

(4)...emergency communication services by 
volunteer radio Amateurs have consistently 
and reliably been provided before, during, and 
after floods, tornadoes, forest fires, earth- 
quakes, blizzards, train wrecks, chemical 
spills, and other disasters; and . 

(5)...the Federal Communications Commission 
has taken actions which 
resulted in the loss of over 100 MHz of 
spectrum to Amateurs. 


SECTION 3. FEDERAL POLICY REGARD- 
ING REALLOCATION OF AMATEUR RADIO 
SPECTRUM. 

Section 303(c) of the Communications Act of 
1934 is amended-- 

(1) by redesignating subsection (c) as sub- 
section (c)(1); and 

(2)...by adding at the end of such subsection 
(c)(1); the following new paragraph: 
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"(2) The Federal Communications Commis- 
sion shall not diminish existing 

allocations of spectrum to the Amateur Radio 
service after January 1, 1991. 


The Federal Communications Commission 
shall provide equivalent replacement 
spectrum to the Amateur Radio service for any 
frequency reallocation after 

January 1, 1991."

This ARRL Report provides a brief summary of information published in the ARRL LETTER and 
other reports. The LETTER provides timely news of interest to active Radio Amateurs. Any League 


member may subscribe to the ARRL LETTER. 


LEAGUE STREAMLINES VOLUNTEER 
EXAM PROGRAM. Just in time to welcome 
newcomers to Amateur Radio via the code-free 
Technician license, ARRL has announced major 
improvements in its Volunteer Examiner (VE) 
program. The changes, most of which take effect 
will make examinations more 
convenient for potential Amateurs and present 
hams wishing to upgrade. 


The new ARRL program offers greater flexi- 
bility and support for Volunteer Examiners who 
participate through the ARRL Volunteer Exam- 
iner Coordinator (ARRL/VEC). 


To make it possible for VEs to schedule exami- 
nation sessions more frequently and to provide 
more publicity in their local areas, the League 
will now permit its VE teams to retain up to 
$4.00 of the $5.25 exam fee to offset expenses 
incurred locally. The services the League has 
traditionally provided to its VE teams free of 
kd will continue to be available on that 

asis. 


VEs may now telephone the ARRL VEC via a 
toll-free number: 1-800-0-ARRL-VEC (1-800-927- 
7583). The toll-free service is available in all 50 
states, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands. The 
service can even be accessed from some foreign 
countries; VE teams overseas should contact the 
ARRL/VEC for information on how to access the 
number from their locations. 


VEs who have been active in other VEC 
programs and whose accreditation in another 
program is current are now able to apply for 
"instant accreditation" as ARRL Volunteer 
Examiners. 


By April 1, VE teams who prefer to use their 
own computers to generate exams will be able to 
do so. Teams that prefer a multiple-choice 
format for Morse code exams will be able to use 
that format, at their option. 


"As a result of the code-free Technician 


license, the demands on Amateur Radio Volun- 
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teer Examiners will be very heavy in the coming 
months," says ARRL Executive Vice President 
David Sumner, K1ZZ. "We want to give our VEs 
the best support we can during this critical 
period. We also want to make sure that anyone 
seeking an opportunity to take an exam won’t 
have far to look." 


HAMS AID HUNT FOR RFI TO INFANT 
STATUS MONITOR. Two Amateurs in Ohio 
have turned a potential public relations problem 
into a success story by offering to assist in 
another case of interference to an infant apnea 
monitor. This subject was first reported in The 
ARRL Letter on May 18, 1990, following release 
of a federal Food and Drug Administration 
warning concerning the monitors. The apnea 
monitors, the Letter reported, were subject to 
various kinds of electrical interference, from 
sources ranging from radio transmitters to air 
conditioner compressors. 


On January 30 the Hubbard, Ohio News 
reported -- on its front page under the banner 
headline "Appeal made to stop radio interference" 
-- that Jane and Jerry Hazi were making a 
public appeal to find the source of interference, 
"such as a ham radio or citizen band radio," 
causing false alarms in the apnea monitor for 
their nine-week-old son, Victor. 


The couple made the appeal after initial 
attempts at relief from the manufacturer fell 
short. Victor at that point was on his fifth 
monitor, from two different companies. 


According to the News, "a ham radio operator 
nearby has been very cooperative, and even 
offered to discontinue using the radio until 
Victor no longer requires the monitor." 


Another local paper, the Youngstown Vind- 
icator, picked up the story and reported that the 
Hazis had contacted the FCC, which provided 
them with a list of licensed Amateurs in the 
vicinity. The Commission told the Hazis "there 
wasn’t much more they could do," the paper said. 
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The Vindicator also said that "a resident who 
lives near the Hazis’ home is a ham radio opera- 
tor, [but his] transmission times correlate with 
only some of the times the monitor is reacting." 


At this point Amateurs Tim Diffy - K3LR, and 
Scott Jones - WB3KKX, offered to help. 


Duffy and Smith, both RF engineers for 
Wilcom Cellular One in Youngstown, acted as 
interested third parties. They learned that the 
manufacturer of the latest monitor in use had 
installed ferrite beads on unit’s leads, after 
shielding them. 


"This coincided with publication of the news- 
paper articles," Duffy said. "It is difficult to 
determine exactly what led to a decrease in the 
false alarms, but they did decrease." 


Duffy also noted that a light dimmer had been 
installed in the baby’s room a few weeks before 
the false alarms began and speculated that it 
also could be to blame for some of the inter- 
ference to the monitor. 


Duffy and Smith got additional input from 
another Wilcom engineer, Everett Dennison, 
K8TME. Dennison, in the process of designing 
a device to test for molecular-sized holes in 
surgical gloves, had encountered similar RFI 
problems. 


"Doug DeMaw - WI1FB and League publica- 
tions came to the rescue," Duffy said. "Everett 
drew heavily on them in debugging his proto- 
type." 


As a result of this incident, the Hazis have 
contacted the FDA, to ask for their help in 
seeing that all infant apnea monitors are shield- 
ed in the future (at present the monitors are not 
type-approved by any government agency). 


As for the hams’ role, "We saw the newspaper 
stories and felt we should act immediately to put 
radio Amateurs in a positive position,” Duffy 
said. "The Hazis now look at Amateur Radio in 
a different light, as a group of technically 
trained people who are willing to help, even 
when [we] are not the cause of the problem." 


PUBLIC RELATIONS FIRM JOINS 
LEAGUE TEAM. Acting swiftly on a Board of 
Directors authorization for professional public 
relations services, the League has retained 
Consultech Communications, Inc., of Troy, NY, 
to mount a media campaign. 
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Jock Elliott - KB2GOM is vice president of 
Consultech and will lead the League’s teams 
there. "The advent of a code-free Amateur 
license is a tremendous opportunity,” Elliott 
says. "Our goal is not just to get the word out 
about Amateur Radio, but also to position the 
ARRL as the premier source of information on 
Amateur Radio." 


"Consultech’s main job is to promote Amateur 
Radio to prospective hams," said EVP Sumner. 
"Jock has been bugging me for a couple of years 
about how the League should take better advan- 
tage of opportunities to promote Amateur Radio. 
I’m glad we can put a talented team of publicists 
to work on this without first having to devote 
months to educating them," Sumner said. 


Consultech plans campaigns on two fronts: the 
general media, and one aimed specifically at 
personal computer hobbyists. The “general” 
campaign will consist initially of mailings to 
some 400 publications. They will receive a press 
kit with news releases, background on Amateur 
Radio, photos and diagrams. Consultech plans 
to personally contact a number of publications. 


The campaign for computer users will take a 
slightly more technical approach, stressing 
packet networking. 


Consultech is a 14-person marketing communi- 
cations firm specializing in "technology-oriented 
clients." They have conducted national publicity 
campaigns for Passport to World Band Radio, 
and also have worked for Monitoring Times, 
Lowe Electronics Ltd., and Sony America. 


Elliott has been a member of the League’s 
public relations committee, a volunteer group 
formed to advise the Board. Concurrent with 
being retained by the League, Elliott has 
tendered his resignation from the committee. 


SOVIET LAUNCH SUCCESSFUL. Radio 
M-1, the latest Soviet Amateur Radio satellite, 
was launched in early February, according to the 
AMSAT News Service. The satellite, a joint 
effort of AMSAT-U-ORBITA (USSR) and 
AMSAT-DL, is now designated AMSAT-OSCAR 
21 (AO-21), and is undergoing initial testing. 


Also, Musa Manarov is active on packet from 
the Soviet MIR space station, and has been 
worked on 145.550 MHz. Signals are strong, 
according to KB2BD, and a large number of © 
stations have been able to connect with MIR, 
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the University of Minnesota.

although "the TNC in use on MIR can be said to 
have a very short fuse," he says (packets are sent 
rapidly and "if acknowledgments are not received 
within a short period of time, U2MIR-1 sends 
disconnect frames and clears its buffers"). 


An article in February QST by KOSI describes 
how to communicate with this new generation of 
Soviet satellites. More information also is 
available in publications from R. Myers 
Communications (PO Box 175, Litchfield CT 
06759), as well as from AMSAT-NA. 


DXCC FIELD CHECKING PROGRESS. 
Rules for "field checking" of QSL cards for DXCC 
credit are now being formulated. When the 
program is implemented, DXers will be able to 
have cards from a list of approximately 250 
"core" countries checked by volunteer field check- 
ers. Only new awards will be covered, not 
endorsements to existing awards. 


Field checkers will be nominated by DX clubs, 
approved by their ARRL division directors, and 
appointed by the League’s president. The check- 
ers must be ARRL members holding a DXCC 
award endorsed for at least 300 countries. 


Headquarters staff are writing the program 
rules according to guidelines suggested by a 
committee consisting of K6ITL, W6CF and 
KB6ZV, and are preparing the list of core coun- 
tries. The timetable for implementation of 
DXCC field checking is still being developed. 


BRIEFS. Users of the ARRL Outgoing QSL 
Service are asked to make sure the country to 
which they are sending a card has a functioning 
bureau before sending the card via the ARRL 
Outgoing service. Those countries having 
bureaus are indicated in the ARRL DXCC Coun- 
tries List. 


In the past, cards received at HQ which could 
not be forwarded because there was no bureau 
were held indefinitely. These cards now will be 
returned to the sender, via the incoming bureau. 


* Edgar F. Johnson, founder of the E.F. 
Johnson Company, died Feb. 11 in Waseca, 
Minn., of cancer. He was 91 years old. 


Johnson, a pioneer radio Amateur who once 
held the call sign 9YALD, founded the E.F. 
Johnson Company in 1923, two years after 
receiving a degree in electrical engineering from 
The company 
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began by selling parts to both Amateurs and 
commercial stations. Following WW-2 Johnson 
transmitters were bought in both kit and wired 
form by thousands of hams. 


From 1959 to the mid-1970s, Johnson domi- 
nated the Citizens Band transceiver market, 
according to a-story in the St. Paul Pioneer 
Press. 


Hundreds of Amateurs helped Johnson cele- 
brate his last birthday. Johnson leaves his wife, 
Ethel; two daughters, and three grandchildren 
and six great-grandchildren. 


* The 80-meter Novice band will move on 
March 16, to 3675-3725 KHz. Higher-class 
licensees should remember that their power limit 
in this range is also 200 watts output. 


* How many thousands of check marks have 
you made in Heathkit assembly manuals? Sad 
to say the end has come, as Heath has left the 
kit business (their stocks are currently being 
advertised at reduced prices). Heath will concen- 
trate on home-study courses, home automation _ 
equipment, and assembled units, according to . 
sources in the company. 


* AMSATS’s Tom Clark - W8IWI has been 
honored by a national science group. Clark was 
elected to fellowship in the American Geophysi- 
cal Union. 


"Fellowship is awarded to scientists who have 
attained acknowledged eminence in a branch of ~ 
geophysics," Prof. Brent Dalrymple, president of 
the Union, wrote. "It is one of the few honors 
that AGU confers and the number of fellows 
elected each year is limited to 0.1 percent of the 
total membership of AGU,” Dalrymple wrote. 


Clark, an astronomer with the National Aero- 
nauties and Space Administration, is president 
emeritus of AMSAT-NA and a member of its 
board of directors. He also is a member of the 
Tucson Amateur Packet Radio board of directors. 


* The ARRL Foundation, which administers 
the Federation of Eastern Massachusetts 
Amateur Radio Associations scholarship fund, 
has received $25,000 from the federation. 
FEMARA sponsors the ARRL New England 
Division Convention in Boxboro, Mass.

* The numbers are in, and the League’s 
membership is rebounding from the inevitable 
drop following a dues increase (which occurred 
last April, the first increase in eight years). 
Overall, League membership dropped 2.4% in 
1990 (but just 1.6% among full members). At 
the end of 1990 total members-plus-subscriptions 
stood at 149,951. 


The League had "a pretty good year, finan- 
cially speaking," in 1990, said EVP Sumner (the 
League’s audited financial statement for 1990 
will appear in QST when work is complete). 
AMSAT-NA was flying high too, reporting some 
$383,000 in gross income and a net of more than 
$25,000. 

* A reciprocal operating agreement has been 
signed between Thailand and the United States. 
The agreement became effective Dec. 15, 1990, 
after more than two years of negotiations, and is 
the first such for Thailand (Spain and Chile also 
are seeking reciprocal agreements with 
Thailand). According to the Radio Amateur 
Society of Thailand (RAST), licenses will be 
issued "on an equal status basis, and according 
to the national Amateur Radio regulations 
(1987), and only club station operation will be 
permitted for the HF bands." 


Thailand should be added to the list of coun- 
tries with which the U.S has reciprocal operating 
agreements that appeared in the ARRL Letter, 
Jan. 16, 1991 issue. 


ARRL BOARD MEETING HIGHLIGHTS. 
The ARRL Board of Directors met in Farming- 
ton, Connecticut, January 18 and 19; 1997; 
Here are highlights of Board actions:

: For registered SKYWARN members this is old news for the following information appeared in 
February 1991 SKYWARN Newsletter. 


y Ground has been broken for the new Doppler Weather Radar System (WSR-88D) at Sterling, 
Virginia. Once completed the tower and radar dome will be 150 feet above ground. The system is 
scheduled to be operational by the end of May. 


SKYWARN was active this past winter being activated twice for winter storms. SKYWARN 
reports allowed the National Weather Service Forecast Office in Sterling, Virginia to monitor the 
areas that were subject to the snow-ice change over. Areas in Northern Virginia and west central 
Maryland were hit by downed trees and power lines with some secondary and back roads becoming 
impassible. 


The National Weather Service is hoping to increase its SKYWARN coverage in the western 
counties through scheduled training through out the region. Basic classes are scheduled for April 
24th and May 11th at Sterling, Virginia. Other basic classes are being scheduled for Fredericksburg, 
Virginia and Hagerstown and Cumberland, Maryland.

"SEATTLE, SUMMER 1990" 
by Gennadiy Grigor’yevich Shul’gin, KB7JAW?/UZ3AU [ex-UA3ACM] 


Until recently it would have been impossible to imagine joint operations with foreign colleagues 
in international radioexpeditions, especially from places that were inaccessible’ without special 
permission. 


In the stagnation‘ times of blessed memory, Minsk shortwaver Viktor Ledenev, RC2AF, suggested 
holding joint Soviet-American radiomarathons. Viktor wrote to Georgiy Mikhaylovich Yegorov’, then 
Chairman of the Central Committee of DOSAAF USSR, and to Larry Price, President of the ARRL, 
suggesting friendship radiocompetitions and calling them Goodwill Competitions. This idea was 
approved, but became a reality only last year!® 


Following the first radiomarathon, the Americans invited their Soviet colleagues to Seattle, where 
the Goodwill Games were planned for July and August 1990. The World Team Shortwave 
Championship was scheduled for the same period, with participation by sportsmen from other 
countries and using rules as close as possible to the well-known Soviet on-site/off-site championships. 


Those who would go to the USA were determined by first, second, or third places earned in large 
international competitions over the last few years. Unfortunately, the Federation of Radio Sport 
didn’t publish the requirements, which led to all kinds of rumors, gossip, and complaints. 


Finally, the two-man teams were selected: Georgiy Alekseyevich Rumyantsev, UAI1DZ,' and 
Vladimir Gordiyenko, RB5IM; Vladimir Umanets, UW9AR, and Yuriy Kurinyy, UA9AM; Konstantin 
Kh. Khachaturov, UW3AA, ex-UW3HV, and Yuriy Donskikh, UA9SA; Mikhail Zavarukhin, UWQCN, 
and Yevgeniy Stavitskiy, UW@CA. The Soviet team was led by Vasiliy Bondarenko, UV3BW, and was 
accompanied by Boris Grigor’yevich Stepanov, UW3AX, Valeriy Pakhomov, UA8AO, Valeriy Agabekov, 
UA6HZ, and myself. 


Only with great difficulty was the team able to hold training meets at Khabarovsk and Moscow 


and to scrape up equipment comparable to what would be used at the forthcoming competitions. 


Valeriy Agabekov, UAGHZ, brought his “overseas” transceiver to the meets so the sportsmen could 
at least get used to the knobs on the equipment they would use at the competitions. 


After an unwarranted and tiring 26-hour wait at Moscow’s international airport, we finally took 
off, and another ten hours later were over the fabulous evergreen northwest of the United States and 
the pearl of the State of Washington, the city of Seattle, capital of Goodwill Games-90. 


The Organizing Committee of the Championship, headed by Danny Eskenazi, K7SS, decided to 
lodge us not in expensive hotels, but with radioamateur families. This of course enabled us to get 
to know Americans but meant that the team members met only at common events. 


We were invited to a party at Danny Eskenazi’s place, attended by participants from 15 countries 
and many well-known shortwavers. Martti Laine, OH2BH, was there; he was the main "ideologue" 
of the championship, since it was he who basically wrote the rules. Next to him were Rusty Epps, 
W6OAT, the main judge, and Bob Cox, K3EST, editor of the contest column in the American 


magazine "CQ." Canadian, Brazilian, Japanese, and English callsigns abounded. Our group was very 


popular. Many people who had known each other over the air for decades met in person for the first 


time. (Continued) 
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Before the competitions, Vasiliy Bondarenko and I were kindly taken around to the operating 
locations of the Soviet sportsmen by Bruce Landis, WA7YEJ [WATYFJ], in his stylish Buick. 


The first position, from which Mikhail Zavarukhin, UWQCN, and Yevgeniy Stavitskiy, UWQCA, 
were to operate, was in a small house on the side of a hill with a twin quad on the roof. They were 
both concerned -- the antenna was low and the north and northeast were practically closed off in the 
direction of Europe. They seemed to have mastered the transceiver. 


Two hours later, after the competitions had started, we pulled up to a house with a satband 
"MOSLEY" antenna mast. The antenna was OK for everyday communication but not for a 
championship. Konstantin Khachaturov, UW3AA, and Yuriy Donskikh, UA9SA, were to operate from 
here. Kostya Khachaturov was unhappy. Replies were poor and the rate was low... 


Two hours later, we got to the house of Chip Adams, K7LR, the best seen thus far. A 
five-element. "monobander" and a three-element 40m antenna. Vladimir Umanets, UW9AR, was 
working c.w. at a good pace, and Yuriy Kurinyy, UA9AM, was "spotting." Kurinyy said things were 
going poorly on account of a transformer on the street. At the beginning of the contest there had 
been nothing but a 9+ crackling sound on all bands! 


The last position was at the home of the Lewis couple, Mary, W7QGR, and Harry, W7JKJ 
[W7JWJ]. Following the earthquake in Armenia [7 December 1988], they donated HF equipment to 
be used for rescue work. Their house is situated on the slope of a hill and is also closed in from the 
north. Besides, in the same direction there are high-voltage transmission lines at the same height 
as the antennas. I felt sorry for Georgiy Rumyantsev, UA1DZ, and Vladimir Gordiyenko, RB5IM. 
Some evil law dictated that all four positions of the Soviet team were far from ideal. We went into 
' the Lewis house. Sacrificing his rate of contacts with Americans, Georgiy was spending a lot of time 
looking for multipliers. As I suspected, the log indicated that Europe wasn’t coming in, there were 
/no Japanese, and 15m was closed. As at each of the stations, a computer was installed, on which 
Harry entered information on contacts made, for later use by the judges. 


As the championship was coming to an end, the serial numbers being given out were passing 1000 
and weren’t very different from one another. Multipliers would determine the outcome. Now 
everything was up to the judges... 


In the morning, we boarded busses and went as guests of Portland radio amateurs to Oregon. 
On the way, anyone could take the American exam for a transmitting license. Morse code is 
OBLIGATORY! 


The procedure for taking the exam is extremely simple. Just prepare for it using special ARRL 
publications and take it before three volunteer examiners. It wouldn’t be a bad idea if we adopted 
this practice. Lots of people wanted to take the exam, even Marti Laine, OH2BH. Harry Lewis said 
the event could qualify for the Guinness Book of Records -- representatives of 15 countries taking 
exams for American amateur licenses, in a moving bus! 


Finally the results came out of the computer: John Dorr, K1AR, and Doug Grant, K1DG, were 
“named champions; Chip Margelli, K7JA*, and Mike Wetzel, WORE, took second place: Bob Shohet, 
KQ2M, and Jeff Steinman, KRQY, took third place. 


Yuriy Kurinyy, UA9AM, and Vladimir Umanets, UW9AR, took ninth place, UA1DZ and RBSIM 
~ eleventh, UW3AA and UAQSA seventeenth, and UWQCN and UWQCA eighteenth. At first glance a 
depressing result, but not all that bad taking into account all the obstacles the team had to overcome. 


Much sadder, it seems these were the last Goodwill Games. The Americans have lost 30 million 
dollars each of the two times they organized the games, and they don’t support unprofitable events. 


_ Our own championship isn’t very expensive and I think it will be possible to hold it annually. 
I’d like to hope this meeting wasn’t the last. 
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"50 YEARS AGO..." 
by S. Meshcheryakov, Moscow 


The first All-Union Contest of Radioamateur-Radiooperators in our country was held in June 
1940. I was a member of the Red Army team. 


We knew of course that in case of war the army*® would need thousands of qualified radio 
operators. Nonetheless, our army had practically none when the war against the fascists began. 


Our uncontrollable spy mania of the time imposed restrictions on going on the air and 
consequently on the develoment of amateur radio. As of 1946, we had only 47 collective stations and 
114 shortwaves in the country. By comparison, at the time of World War II, the USA had thousands — 
of shortwavers, who became an invaluable reserve of radio operators for the American army’. 


"AND AGAIN ABOUT QSL’S" 
Comments on Letter from N. Mendeleyev, UA1CGF 
by Vera Stepanovna Sviridova, Chief, QSL Bureau 

and Nikolay Valentinovich Kazanskiy, UA3AF, 
Dept. of Radiosport, Central Radio Club 


Due to repair of a post office the QSL bureau couldn’t send out QSL cards at all but could only 
receive them. By the time the post office reopened, almost two million cards were ready for dispatch. 
Unfortunately, the post office will accept only three sacks of cards a day, at which rate it will take 
about four months to get rid of the backlog. 


The volume of mail was expected to diminish after amateurs were given permission to send QSL 
cards directly, but for some reason the volume has actually increased. Every worker at the QSL 
bureau, and there are only eleven of them, processes 10 to 12 thousand cards a day. The work is 
monotonous and tiring. The pay is low so turnover is high.

Ham of the Month 


Sharyn Duffin — KA3DOF 
. A DXer with a Difference 


If you tune the HF bands, particularly the DX areas of these bands, you will probably come 
across "KA3 Delta Ocean Foxtrot." This is the call of Sharyn Duffin, a Rockville resident and DX 
chaser. Look in your February QST on the page of the DX Century Club Awards. A little way 
down the page you will find: "KA3DOF/106." As of this writing, Sharyn has 237 worked and 219 
confirmed. She got her Novice license in 1979 and her Extra class ticket in 1989. 


But there is something else about Sharyn that makes her "A DXer with a Difference." She has 
been blind and a paraplegic since her early teens. Her HF rig is a TS-930S with voice 
synthesizer, her 24-hour clock is a "talking clock," and her log is her tape recorder. Her 
antennas include a Carolina Windom and Mini-quad. The rotator for the Mini-quad is marked 
with "highlighter" so her fingers can read the beam headings. If you have ever worked a contest 
or a ‘DX pile-up, do you remember how it seemed that there were too many things to juggle so 
quickly? Then think about having to punch a few extra buttons to have your rig "speak" the 
frequency and your clock "talk out" the time, and at the same time make sure your tape recorder 
is recording your log. 


It all began in 1977 when Sharyn’s mother gave her an AM/FM radio with a short wave band 
and VHF. She listened to the 146.64 repeater and the simplex frequency being used by the 
Montgomery County RACES and became quite excited when she heard the RACES crew deal with 
the snow emergency which had them stranded at their command post. She was so impressed with 
the public service performed by the Radio Amateur in this event and the camaraderie displayed 
among them she immediately wanted to become a part of it. 


Sharyn’s mother mentioned her daughter’s new interest to a co-worker, John Singleton- 
WD4PXU, who has just received his Ham license. He sent Sharyn a copy of "Tune in the World,” 
and before long the word began to spread. It seemed everyone wanted to help. Griffin Childs - 
K3AH sent her a code practice tape and one of her "readers" gave her a practice key. Together, 
they practiced the code and developed some proficiency but they weren’t making much headway 
with the theory. So in the spring of 1979 Sharyn registered in a Novice class sponsored by the 
Montgomery County Recreation Department and conducted by instructor George Daley - W3WU. 
She soon passed the code test and George and Ed. Hand - KB30B came to her house to give her 
the theory part of the Novice examination. Roger Kaul - K3TM provided a rig and installed the 
equipment and an antenna to get her on the air with 15 to 40 meter capabilities. , 


Anxious to upgrade, Sharyn enrolled in the next General class scheduled by the Recreation 
Department and taught by Howard Lefkowitz - WA3VEZ. Her uncle worked at the U.S. Post 
Office where he knew Ashley Givens - WB3KXI and Jackson Davis - KB3KI. Both of them were 
eager to help. Sharyn soon got her Technician class license but the code was still a bit of a 
problem. She and Ashley practiced code over the telephone nearly every day and she concentrated 
on working the CW bands, increasing her code speed. Then she worked her first DX, a station 
in Lithuania, and realized that, hey, this CW is not so bad after all. She had WAS on CW just 
a few months later! In August of 1981 she passed her General class license and she was now 
ready to invest in a HF rig of her own. Shep - WB3KIC (who is also a blind operator) assisted 
her in selecting the kind of gear that would best suit her needs. Now, with an Extra class license 
and 213 countries worked, Sharyn says, "I have been around the world with KA3DOF." 

On March 15th Sharyn was honored with an award by the Montgomery County Office of 
Minority and Multi-Cultural Affairs for her services to the community, including Amateur Radio.

I read Phil Russo’s February Editorial with interest. As a public school educator and ham 
radio mentor of young people, I firmly believe that the key to success in nurturing our youth’s 
interest in Amateur Radio lies with those among the Amateur Radio ranks that would assume an 
"Elmering" role. The public school offers an excellent opportunity to recruit and "groom" new 

_Amateurs. However, the success of a program implemented in the school depends on volunteer 
hams that are willing to dedicate their time and energy to “adopting” one or a few children as 
their apprentices. School clubs or classes that are of substantial size (as ours, for example) are 
only effective in developing an interest in new initiates. Their further development depends on 
"elmers." The A.G. Wright Junior High and Rockhill Elementary School Amateur Radio clubs are’ 
newly formed this past year with about fifty kids that are members of the two clubs. We draw 
some of our support from the Stafford County Repeater’s association and Fredericksburg hams, 

- but need a whole lot more support to realize the potential of leading these children into a wonder- 

. ful, life-long hobby. 


Recently, we held a contest and sleep-over for each of the clubs here at the school. Between 
the elementary and junior high clubs, over thirty kids participated. The purpose of the sleep- 
overs was to provide the kids with an intensive period of exposure to Amateur Radio operations 

under semi-contest conditions. We also wanted to sponsor an evening activity wherein adult 
licensed Amateurs from throughout the Northern Virginia area could feel more free to join in and 
participate. We were very pleased to get the support of three area Amateur Radio retailers in not 
only advertising our special event contest but also in donating small door prizes for the contest 
winner. 


The elementary club sleep-over involved about twenty kids in the third through fifth grades. 
Five licensed adults supervised 80-meter voice, 80-meter CW, 40-meter CW and 20-meter voice 
operating positions. Teams comprised of four kids were paired with each adult operator. The 
teams were given time to organize and assign jobs for each team member. Adult control operators 
were instructed to let the kids make the calls and log all information relative to contacts. The 80- 
meter voice team, with Marilyn - KC4STH in charge, won first place with over 25 contacts in a 
two hour contest period. The 20-meter team won the DX award with a Scandinavian contact. 


; The junior high sleep-over involved about ten kids in the sixth through eighth grades. Two of 
_ these kids, Marjorie - KC4SRA and Jeff - KC4SZN had recently become Novices. Two licensed 
adults supervised four operating positions on 80-meter voice, 80-meter CW, 40-meter voice, and 
20-meter voice. The 20-meter voice team won this contest with over twenty contacts in two 
hours. See the picture on page 32. 


Though we had hoped to attract more adult ham participation, we were very pleased to have 
the help of John - N4WRT, Marilyn - KC4STH, Fred - N4COU, and Adam - N6YUG during the 
contest period. 


Staff writer Leslie Moore from the Stafford County Sun participated in the second sleep-over 
and a fine article and picture appeared in the January 31 issue of the newspaper. We are now 
planning two "Field Day" activities on the school grounds during the first week of June and would 
really appreciate some help. 


It is our hope that you may publish some of this letter with the objective of encouraging those 
in the local Amateur Radio community who would like to be “elmers" to some our budding 
Amateurs or simply help out in upcoming activities.

Don Maziarz - WY2V 
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Pacemakers & Amateur Radio 


Controversy continues to swirl around the potential of RF energy to interfere with the 
operation of a pacemaker. According to an article written by Fran Litke, KB4ZUQ, which was 
printed in a couple of recent ham magazines,* it appears there is little to worry about. 


Litke ran into a great deal of conflicting information when he became a prospective pacemaker 
recipient. Originally his doctor warned him that he shouldn’t go near a Ham Radio! and insisted 
that no hobby should be an issue where the need for a pacemaker was indicated. Needless to say, 
Litke wanted more facts and he made an intensive search for information. His conclusion was 
that most Amateur equipment today is well shielded. in metal and uses coax feedline, so any real 
danger would have to be from the antenna. Measurements made 10 meters in front of a beam 
antenna operating with a max legal limit of IKW showed a density approximately 1/10th of the 
accepted level. (OSHA accepted level for continuous exposure is 10 milliwatts per square 
centimeter.) He does warn that Amateurs who operate high power at UHF and above may be at a 
real risk. 


Litke mentioned that he has a copy of an excellent article, "Keeping Pace with Pacemaker." 
He didn’t mention the author but he did offer to provide a copy to any potential pacemaker user. 
He says it has a very good explanation of the how, when, where, and why these implant work. 
He ends his article with the comment, "I hope that this researched article sets to rest the Ham 
Radio vs. Pacemaker question."

Quick & Simple Code Practice Oscillator 
Curtis Goodson, W4QBU 
In AARC/OVER, Austin, Tx - Via ARNS Bulletin 1/90 


Recently when a friend needed a code practice oscillator, I threw together the 555 circuit from 
the Handbook. Frankly, I’ve hear better code from an electric buzzer! So I went back to my 
favorite CPO circuit, which uses only six parts: an NPN and a PNP transistor, a .01 anda 10- 
mfd capacitor, a 100K resistor and a loudspeaker of any size. It’s simple enough to wire up 
without any support, but looks nice on a %" by 1" piece of perf. board. Power can be anything » 
from 3 to 9 volts. The tone is better with the higher voltage. Earphones can be substituted for 
the loudspeaker for privacy. fat 


Almost any transistors will work, even those leaky old germaniums from a junked AM receiver. 
An audio output type is best for the PNP. The 100K resistor may be replaced with a 500K pot for 
pitch control. If so, a IK resistor should be used in series with it to protect the NPN transistor. | 
The CPO will work without the 10 mfd. capacitor, but some batteries will give a weaker and 
higher tone without it.
